THE REPORTED, SEIZORE OF 
BRITISH ISLANDS. 

We. learn from a.Reuter’s telegram, that 
correspondence is proceeding between Wash- 
ington and London regarding the seizure by 
an American warship of the seven’ small 
islands off the ‘north-east coast of British 
‘North Bornes, It was first repurted early 
in July that Commander Baughton, of the 
United States gunboat Quiros, had-made the 
seizures, and ata later date we ascertained 
that the names of the istands were Baguan, 
‘Taganac, Hakkungaah, Lihiman, Boaan, 
Sibaung, and Mankayaw. ‘They are all 
within’ a ‘few miles of each. other, and 
are spread over an area “of forty: miles, 
the two. largest ‘Taganac and - Boaan, 
bging about a mile in, length, and com: 
manding the entrance to Sandakan Har- 
bour, ‘Fhe islands are inhabited and were 
originally the. haunts of pirates. 
remarks-of Mr. Richard B. Martin, awe, 
who presided at the forty-first half-yearly 


“meeting of the British North Borneo Com- 


pany, on ztst July last, it. would seem they 
assert unhesitatingly that these islands are 
within their territory ‘and although they do 
nat appear to-be, of any value in point of 
revenue as the company receive only a few 
hundred dollars a year from: them, yet it is 


| felt that in other hands they might be a 


source. of annoyance as being depéts for 
smugglers. ‘Replying to a question by 
Mr, Hildyard, whether he had any re-

of their islands had been annexed, by the
